You are hereby notified to meet at Town House 
in said Thornton on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Highways and Bridges for the ensuing 
year, and make appropriation for the same. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Class V Roads and make appropriation for 
same. 


5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Libraries above what the law requires. 


6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Memorial Day. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for the Care of Town Poor and Old Age Assist- 
ance and make appropriation for the same. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 
9. To see if the Town will vote to allow 3% dis- 
count on taxes paid before September First. 
10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Cemeteries. 


11. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $48.60 for the White Mountain Re- 
gion Association, in cooperation with the other forty- 
five towns in the Region, for State Publicity. 
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12 To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise to fight the White Pine Blister Rust and make 
appropriation for the same. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to have the trust 
funds administered by one Trustee instead of three, 
to save the Town the expense of two extra bonds. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to tar one mile of 
Mill Brook road, and appropriate money for the same. 


15. To.see if the Town will vote to hire a shovel 
or bulldozer to prepare roads for outlaying of Town 
Road Assistance Funds, and appropriate money for the 
same. 


To take up any other business which may legally 
come before the meeting.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Thornton School Board: 


This, my third annual report, presents to you and 
through you to the people of Thornton information and 
a discussion of our school situation. Any information 
or facts not found in this report and desired by Thorn- 
ton citizens will be gladly furnished on request. 


For the first time since my service began in your 
schools, it seems probable that we can go through a full 
school year without a change of teachers in some 
school. Frequent changes are always bad and place an 
unfair burden on teachers and pupils alike. 


Transportation of pupils from Number Six to the 
Center School and from Lyford to West Thornton is 
being satisfactorily handled by Lawrence Downing. 
Unless there are more children in Number Six and Ly- 
ford than at present it will be advisable to continue 
transportation even after teachers again become avail- 
able. The present plan offers both a financial advant- 
age to the town and better educational opportunity to 
children. The cost of transportation is not equal to 
two more salaries for teachers and there is a real doubt 
about the restoration of state aid for those two schools 
if they were to be re-opened without a considerably in- 
creased membership. 


Repairs and upkeep of school buildings have been 
very difficult during the period of labor scarcity. We 
were fortunate to have the West Thornton building 
shingled when we did. After labor again becomes easi- 
er to employ, it will be wise to adopt an annual repair 
schedule which will keep all buildings in first class con- 
dition and at less cost than over-due and emergency 
repairs can be made. 


The next textbook change should be in geography. 
This can be made without too much of a drain on our 
textbook budget because our equipment in other sub- 
jects is comparatively new and will need only periodic 
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renewal or additions. In most respects our children 
have as good and as modern school textbook equipment 
as they would use in a city school system. 


Our pupils prepare and present many school pro- 
grams each year. Some of them are arranged as a 
routine part of school procedure and some of them are 
by request to furnish local entertainment. It is my 
opinion that too much pupil time and teacher energy 
are consumed in the preparation of local non-school en- 
tertainments. Rural teachers responsible for the in- 
struction of eight grades have neither the time nor the 
energy to meet these extra demands. We wish to co- 
operate fully but we cannot escape the conviction that 
fewer non-school requirements. are desirable. 


Throughout my connection with your schools, the 
School Board has manifested a commendable spirit of 
interest und helpfulness. For every kindness and 
courtesy shown me by the people of Thornton my grati- 
tude is hereby expressed.

I herewith submit the report of school nursing 
from September 1944 to July 1945.

Because of the cases of infantile paralysis, occur- 
ring in the summer months, many parents wisely post- 
poned the tonsil operations on advice from their family 
physician. 


The audiometer test was given to children from 
the Third to the Eighth grades inclusively, to detect 
serious hearing defects. 


A dental clinic was held at which 7 children were 
treated. This was partly financed by the Lincoln Chap- 
ter of the Red Cross. 


The chest clinics were held in Plymouth which 
service is available to surrounding towns. 


Orthopedic clinics are also held by the State 
Board of Health in Laconia and Littleton. 


The schools were very free of childhood communi- 
cable diseases this year. Several cases of skin disease 
and pediculosis were reported. 


34 school calls; 56 home calls and 25 business ealls 
were made by the nurse.
